RICHMOND, Va., July 12.—Vir- 


ginia's tobacco crop this year will be 
97,946,000 pounds, or 88 per cent, less 
than the crop produced last year, ac- 
cording- to information and figures 
compiled by the Virginia crop report- 
ing service. 
This poor prospect is 


due t othe reduced acreage and low 
condition of the crop. 
The scarcity of plants, the shortage 


of labor and the very unfavorable 
Season ,<and theetaoi etaoi etaoinm 
season have caused a 20 per cent, re- 
duction In tobacco acrSage in Vir- 
ginia. Only July 1 the planted acre- 
age was only 167,000, compared with- 
209 000 acres last year 
The acreage 


in 1921 was 167,000 
Few tobacco crops in the history of 


the statp have been set out under 
such difficulties as growers Bave had 
to overcome this year 
Owln? to tne 
dry weather a considerate portion of 
the crop was set out with water and 
the extra work was laborious and ex- 
pensive. Growers hftd great difficulty 
in secusing a stand, because the young 
plants died before taking root, or 
were injured by cut worms. Much re- 
planting was necessary and fields 
have a dry and irregular appearance 


Farmers report that tobacco crops 


have been well worked and many of 
the fields will respond to a favorable 
season 
The July condition is re- 


ported -to be 69 per cent, of normal 
against 92 per cent, last year, and SI

American wheat growers take steps 
this .rail to reduce the Winter Wheat 
acreage The present winter wheat ac- 
reage, it is stated, is about 14,000,- 
000 acres above the pre-war average 


The report deals with the foreign 


and domestic demands for farm pro- 
ducts and 
particularly the wheat 


corn and hog situation. It is declared 
that the foreign demand for American 
foodstuffs will not be as great thi 
season as last and that no increase 
in the domestic demand may be ex- 
pected. In connection with the corn 
and hog situation it is stated that a 
heavy hog production has wiped ou 
large corn surpluses and that a corn 
shortage may develop by the summer 
of 1924. It is declared that neither the 
corn situation, the prospective Euro- 
pean demand, nor the domestic in- 
dustrial outlook warrants the main- 
tenance of the very heavy hog pro- 
duction of the past year.

STATISTICS 


While Danville makes a compara- 


tively good showing in the charting 
of its accomplishments to promote 
good health some valiable lessons are 
to be gleaned by a careful analysis of 
the figures. In the elaborate scoring 
system undertaken at the behest of 
the state board of health Danville is 
listed with 77.25 points out of a pos- 
sible perfect score of 100.
